They have come to the conclusion 
that many of the far graver crimes 
than the illegal sale of whiskey can 
be traced directly to the door* oi 
these self same bootleggers and their 
allie* in outlawry. 


Diamond thieves and murderers re- 


cently have moved in such a. direct 
manner upon their prey the detec- 
tives have known they must have 
been fully informed in advance of all 
the necessary and essential deta:ls as 
to the possessions and movements o;

Analysis of the testimony given be- 


fore the Senate investigating commit- 
tee by William Gibbs McAdoo in 
which he sought to cut loose the 
rapacious tentacles which have dra-wn 
him Into the Teapot Dome, reveals 
nothing actually dishonorable and he 
proved a good witness In. his own 
behalf insofar as the naval oil lease 
is concerned. If Mr. McAdoo's affilia- 
tion with the SInclair-Doheny Inter- 
•ests have been fully set forth in the 
cross-examination of the man who 
ardently wooes nomination for the 
presidency on the Democratic ticket. 
there is nothing, in our opinion, 
which warrants his elimination on the 
strict question of moral integrity. Mr. 
JIcAdoo was frank in his statement 
and met searching questions flred at 
him from many angles readily and, 
we read, never lost his poise. That 
he received a flattering ovation from 
the hands of people who crowded the 
committee room is insignificant.

that we arp next. It's a calamity 
when the speech-making job is tnrust 
on us impromptu. And almost as bad 
when we have been given advance 
notice, for most of our 
carpfully- 


thought-out clever remarks vanish 
from memory as we rise scowlingly, 
nervously, to our feet and swallow. 
Actors call this "lack of stage pres- 
ence." 


The speaker, when nervous, usually 


is too self-conscious. 
He's afraid of 


disgracing himself. It will help a lot 
if h'e keeps in mind that 99 out of 
100 in the audiencfc have just aa great 
a dread of making speeches. 


The expectant, joyful look on their 


faces is not in anticipation of what 
they are about to hear. No. it's just 
glee that someone else is the goat 
They appreciate your plight. 
They 


are sympathetic, and tolerant, and 
don't expect-too^ran.ch, so why be ner- 
vous? 


Speech-making at its best is dull, 


and especially so when John Barley- 
corn Is not present to liven things up. 
To counteract this dullness, tell a 
joke — even the one about 'Pat and 
Mike. Three good jokes will "save" 
the worst speaker. 


All speeches are too long. If you 


want the secret thanks of your listen- 
ers, 
make your talk short. 
The 


shorter, the better. Orators who are 
naturally gifted- to "talk by the yard" 
have spread an impression that to 
read a speech is bad form. Don't be- 
lieve it. xThe audience wants to get 
the ordeal over with, even more than 
the speaker.- o— — .

1>ID PRESIDENTS LACK VIGOR? 


Of the 
Presidents -who- served 


more than fifty years ago, there are 
now very few living descendants. The 
physical vigor necessary to perpetu- 
ate the stock seems not to have been 
among their good qualities. Where 
they seemed to have such vigor Jt does 
not seem to have been able to with- 
stand the results of outerossing and 
bringing new blood. 
Even vigorous 


individuals, such as W- H. Harrison 
and John Tyler, the fathers of ten and 
fourteen children, were 
responsible 


for sons, daughters, and grandchildren 
who had small families..^ 
'.".~". 


Even when the first f«neratlons~ha«- 
large families, th* second and third 
did not. While there is a large Adams 
family, few of them descend 
from 
President/ John. While there Is a 
large Harrison family, few of them 
descend from President William Hen- 
rv. The same is true of the Tylers. 


The Presidents seem to have trans- 


mitted even less of the brains, intel- 
lectual ability, or other capabilities 
which made them political leaders. A 
librarian in a library of 
genealogy 
tells us that as a rule our Presidents 
have been of poor racial stocks. Xot 
much of genius, or even exceptional 
capacity, can be found in their for- 
beari But even if they were variants 
or sports, we would expect some of 
them, presuming th'ey mated wisely, 
to transmit superior qualities. 


The Adams' family had 
superior 


ability. Father and son were Presi- 
dents and a grandson was a Supreme 
Court judge and a candidate for vice 
president. 
There is satisfactory evi- 


dence that the Adamses had superior 
abilty and that this was a quality of 
the stock for several generations'. 


The Harrison family had superior 
ability. William Henr^-and a grand- 
son were Presidents. There are many 
superior me nand women in the Har- 
rison family, a few of whom were In 
the line descendancy from 
William 


Henry. 


Jefferson had superior ability. One 


daughter is said to have been a su- 
perior woman. 
The stock pinched 


out before it could show its ability. 


The Tyl»r family had rather su- 
perior abilitv. At least two sons <"d 
fairly well. 


Lincoln's son got to br • cabinet 


officer.

I/ynde Orr once tvroie an article on 
the sons "f President?. 
He gave It 


as his opinion Jhat the members of 
this group had done fairly well. He 
referred particularly to the son* of 


the Presidents wbo .had served since 
the civil war. many of whom, at ths 
time Orr wrote,-were fairly prominent, 
in civil and military life. 
The posi- 
tions moat of them had attained wer* 
such as would be liable to come to 
man* of average ability who had lived 
decently and "who had done nothing 
to forfeit the respect of the commun- 
ity.The reputation of being the son or 
grandson of a President has its ad- 
vantages and disadvantages. It helps 
and it hinders. 
Therefore somethice 


more than the attainment of a certain 


consldern- 


tion of the descendants of President* 
who served flfty years and more ago. 
one is not impressed with their *u- 
perior ability as a class. 


With the exception of ths Harrisons 


and Adamses, there are few outstand- 
ing men and women—perhaps non*. 
What's the matter" with our 
racial 


atocjcs, if the families which wer» 
prominent fifty to a hundred year* 
ago die out?. What is the matter with 
our system or mating, if superior abil- 
ity in one generation is not found in 
the subsequent generations? 


A few months ago I referred to a 


Mexican royal family which in a few 
centuries had become peons. Do our 
families of superior position and abil- 
ity do any better?e
